Flight In Macedonia Continues on 150 


Mile Front From Monastir to Del- 


ran Under Hammer Blows. 


London.—The whole of the Monastic 


Prilep-Gradsko road connecting up thsj 
two Bulgarian armies Is now in th* 
hands of the allies. 


The flight of the enemy in Mace* 


donla continues along the 150 Bile 
front from Monastir to Doiran. 


New smashing blows by the allied 


armies on the wings of the deep wedf* 
In the enemy's positions hurled the 
Bulgar-German forces back In confu- 
sion and disorder. The foe's armies 
have been split into several groups by 
the blows of d'Esperey*s hammer. 


On the left the Italians drove for- 


ward \vitli renewed energy, captur- 
ing the heights between Monastir aad 
Prilep and forcing the Bulgarians back 
toward the Albanian frontier. 


Servian and French, in the center, 


and British and Greek forces, on th* 
right, drove forward for fresh gains* 
The enemy has suffered complete dis- 
aster and Is in flight Only where ad- 
vanced allied forces have crossed on 
to Bulgarian soil toward Strumitza ha* 
the foe developed stiff resistance to the 
forward sweep of the allies. 


Forty thousand prisoners and 265 


guns have been taken by the British in 
Palestine, the war office in London an- 
nounced. The Turkish columns re- 
treating along the Hedjaz railroad are 
left practically without escape from 
Allenby's pincers movements. 


On the battle front In France the 


British and French have extended 
their success west of St. Quentin. Se- 
lency was captured by Rawllnson's 
Fourth army in sharp fighting. Three 
heavy German counter thrusts against 
the new British positions west of 
Payet were crushed, with heavy losses 
to the enemy. 


Several hundred additional prisoners 


were taken, bringing the toll In two 
days' fighting close to l.SOO. 


Repeated German assaults after ar- 


tillery preparation on the Franco- 
American positions on the plateau 
northeast of Soissons were crushed by 
the allied guns, the war office In Paris 
announced. 


Under the steady hammering of 


Pershing's guns below Metz the ene- 
my has begun preparations for the ex- 
peditious evacuation of all civilians 
nnd movable property in the city.

Paris. — Driving over ground made 


holy by the heroic French defense of 
Verdun, American 
troops advanced 


more than seven miles on a front of 20 
miles between the Argonne Forest and 
the outlying defenses of Verdun west 
of the Meuse. They stormed and cap- 
tured 12 towns, most of them held un- 
der the heel of the Hun since the early 
days of August, 1914, when the army 
of the Crown Prince swept down 
through Longwy and the Meuse valley, 
and by early in the evening more than 
5,000 prisoners had been counted. 


In closest co-operation the Fourth 


French army, tinder the command of 
General Gouraud and under the eye of 
General Petain, took up the advance in 
liaison with the American left and car- 
ried the battle across the chalk hills of 
the Champagne as far as the Suippes- 
Somme-Py highway. Overcoming the 
formidable German positions at Nava- 
rin farm, the Butte le Mesnil and the 
Main Massiges, they showed a penetra- 
tion of more than seven miles at many 
places. 


The fighting Is extending generally 


over a -iO mile front, with the Ameri- 
cans on the east. 
Information indi- 


cates that the American left is com- 
posed of the Twenty-eighth division 
(Pennsylvania National Guard troops) 
and the Thirty-fifth (Kansas and Mis- 
souri troops). 
These divisions coin- i 


prise the corps over which Major Gen- 
eral Hunter Liggett is In command. It 
was their ra^k to break a way through 
the ravines, the thick undergrowth and 
, 15 


the trackless tangle of the Argonne 
forest and sweep around its eastern 
edge into the devastated region on 
which hundreds of thousands of Ger- 
mans fel! (luring the spring of 1916, 
when, despairing of taking Verdun 
from the Douamont front, they swung 
their attacks to the west of the Meuse 
and made a burial mount of Dead 
Man's Bill and Hill No. 304. 


In one day Americans cleared the 


They 
crossed Forges Brook, which once was 
bank-full with German bodies. They 
stormed 
Yarenne and Bethincourt, 


from which the first great enemy at- 
tack from the left bank of the Meuse 
was launched at Verdun. Pushing on 
and brushing all resistance aside, they 
reached the southern eclire of the Bois 
de Septsnrges, more than seven miles 
from their starting point. 


Our advance was so resistless that 


everything was swept before it, and 
the Eociies were forced to abandon 
towns and villages which the German 
high command had ordered them to 
hold regardless of what the cost might 
be in human life. 


Some of the npst and most tried 


forces in the Genuan armies were in 
the lice of our attack, but our men 
swept them aside and permitted no ob- 
stacles to stand between them and 
their objectives.
